HEYMAN2S DENIAL 

Shortly after ATFUA was organized 
in November of 1984, UC regent Yori 
Wada was asked to confirm the existence 
of such a policy. In aletter to Wada on 
December 5, Chancellor Heyman flatly 
denijed the existence of such a policy. 

Unconvinced by Heyman's reply， 
ATEFUA raised four rclated duestions on 
the policy with Thom、、 1ravers, asSistant 
Vice chancellor for undergraduate affairs， 
in writing on April 10, 1985. In Tesponse， 
Travers disclosed the existence of the 
policy for the first time and told AITFUA 
on May 13 that “at one point a minimum 
of 400 was set but Shortly after the 
written directve was jsSued it was 
withdrawn.”Travers, however, did not 
Telease the relevant documents. Since 
then, various UC officials claimed they 
could not locate them， 

Based on his reply, AIFUA con- 
cluded in its June 1985 report that the 
university made this and other “exclu- 
Sionary”policy decisions“fully aware of 
the adverse impact they would have on 
Asian applicants "and accused the 
university of making“admission policy 
decisions behind closed doors without 
adequate (public) input and participa- 
ton.” 

When documents related to the 
controversy were finally made available 
to ATEUA shortly before the Sacramento 
hearings, members of the task force 
correctly told Heyman that they could no 
longer meet with Laetsch, Travers and 
Bailey. 

Apparently in response to the 
ATEUA position, Laetsch flatly told 尼 Csyt/ 
West and the SF FEXa1i1er ftVO Weeks ago 
“never Iecelved the memo” and claimed 
that he had not seen it until “very 
Tecently.” As for the new' structure for 
dealing with admission matters an- 
nounced by the chancellor,Laetsch told 
theDaiiy California in esSence, that he 
Was Still in charge. 

This latest episode jllustrates the 
importance of the chancellor s newly 
announced Structure for handling admis- 
Sion matters. Unfortunately, Laetsch s 
TIemarks leave us wondering 让 the 
administration has learned anything from

DonT. Nakanishi, who filed a racial dis- 
criminatior grievance in October, 19817， 
with the UCLA Committee on Privilege 
and Tenure;recently won his case when the 
committee agreed that he had recelived 
highly irregular treatment in his review for 
tenure. 

The committee, which found “unusual 
circumstances”associated with last year S 
evaluation, has urged the UCLA admini- 
stration to conduct a new Teview， 

SE civil rights attormney Dale Minamil， 
Who has been representing Nakashini, said 
that “the grievance committee agreed with 
our allegations that there were procedural 
improprieties and biases”in the last Teview 
of Nakanishi"s qualifications. 

Minami said,“This victory vindicates 
Professor Nakanishi. It was a total shock to 
professors and Students across the nation 
When he was denied tenure. He is a 
nationally renowned, pioneering Scholar in 
Asian American political and educational 
Tesearch.” 

Minami is currently negotiating Over 
terms of anew review with UCLA Vice 
Chancellor Harold Horowitz. 

Nakanishi, a Yale-Harvard trained 
Political scientisb is an assistant professor 
atthe UCLA Graduate School of Education 
and associate director of the UCLA Asian 
Amezican Studies Center. He is a former 
national president of the Association of 


SS 


Asian American Studies, and te recipient 
of many major research awards. 

Leaders of the California Coalition for 
Asian American Concerns atUCLA, a 
Statewide group of professors, Students， 
alumni, elected officials and civil mights 
groups Supporting Nakashini, expressed 
cautious optimism of the grievance victoOry. 

StewartKwoh, Executive Director of 
the Asian Pacific Legal Center of Southem 
California, said“This is an important civil 
Trights case. Nakanishi's Situation tells us a 
lot about the university's commitment to 
Asian American representation On its 
faculty, and its Support of research and 
teachings on Asian Americans.

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Citing Study, Educators Urge State 
To Restore Bilingual Education 


By HENRY WOON 


SAN FRANCISCO -“Itstime forthe 
Govemor (Deukmejian) and the Legislature 
to get on Course and adopt legislation to 
restore bilingual education,”said Aurora 
Martinez-Quevedo, president of the 
California Association for Bilingual 
Education (CABE). 

Martinez-Quevedo made her statements 
during a Feb. 10-13 conference on “Bilin- 
gual Education: English for a Productive 
Economy”held by CABE. 

“CABE has done its part”she contin- 
Ued，we commissioned a study that 
documents the positive Impact of bilingual 
education in Our Schools. It shows that 
students studying under bilingual education 
acquire COnversational English in about two 
years while acquisition of academic 
language takes from five to Seven yearS.” 

The recently published study is entitled 
“On Course: Bilingual Education'”s Success 
in California” by Stephen Krashen and 
Douglas Biber, two professors of linguistics 
at the University of Southern Califormia. 

The two researchers found that students 
in“properly designated programs”acquire 
English rapidly, and after 3-$ years achieve 
grade level norms Or excel in English and 
math. 

Properly designated Programs 3re 
defined as those programs in which the 
Student's literacy as well as “solid”subjects 
(Such as math and science”are developed 
in the native language, and “non-Solid” 
Subjects such as physical education, art and 
music are taught in English.
